Washington, July 28 — An illustra- 


tion of the thoroughness of Japanese 
methods is given in a report just 
made by Assistant Surgeon Gumming 
to the public health and marine hos- 
pital service, describing Tokio's way 
of fighting the spread of the plague 


Says the report: "There is a stand- 


ing offer of 5 sen (2 1-2 cents gold) 
for every rat dead or alive, delivered 
to any police box in the city. Upon 
delivery the policeman gives a ticket 
for the money, payable at the nearest 
police station. 
He then ties to the 


rat a wooden label showing at what 
place it was found and drops the rat 
into a covered tin box. 
Each day a 


wagon collects these boxes and car- 
ries them to the central station, or 
to a branch near Hondo. 
The rats 


are laid in rows on long tables and 
opened by assistants. Blood smears 
from the spleen or heart are taken, 
there being eight smears from a row 
on each slide. These a,re fixed by 
flame, stained with 
genetian-violer, 


and examined, there being four prin- 
cipal and five assistant physicians at 
the central station for this 
work.

man county and the supreme court ol 
Alabama affirmed the sentence. Wil- 
liams was brought here for safe-keep- 
ing. 
The petition for the writ of ha- 


beas corpus was made on an insanity 
)lea, and the question which has been 
argued by counsel all day in the crim- 
nal com t is whether a Jefferson coun- 
ty official has jurisdiction and author- 
ity to issue the writ. The argu- 
ments before the court were continued— 
until today. Meantime the hour for 
the legal execution had expired and it 
s thought a new date for the hanging 
will have to be set in case of failure 
o sustain the insanity plea.
